It was back in April, 1951, that they de- 
labor cided to have the building sprayed and 
since that time they have not been 
troubled by the birds. One retouching job 
was needed last June. 

The Burr Chemical Company applied 
,, 160 pounds of Bur-Co in just two days, 
using two men. It is not necessary to use 
more than two men on a job. Any roofing 
or other organization equipped with sad- 
dies, rope and an air compressor should 
be able to perform the task. 

The Bur-Co repellent is humane, as it 
does not harm the birds. It just discour- 
ages them from landing on the roof.
